Jeff Levi, the executive director of the Trust for 
America’s Health, said that if the projections sound 
alarmist, consider this: “Since just 1991 most states 
have gone from being between 10 and 15 percent {for 
adult obesity], to where we are now with many above 
30 percent,” he said. 

“We’ve got a huge problem. But I think because it 
seems so big from a societal standpoint and individual 
standpoint, it’s important to note that small changes 
now can make a big difference later.” 

The report says that if states decrease average BMI 
by only 5 percent, every state can spare millions of 
residents serious health problems such as Type 2 dia- 
betes, coronary heart disease and stroke and arthritis, 
and save billions of dollars in health spending— which 
amounts to between 6.5 percent and 7.8 percent of 
costs in nearly every state. 

The report estimates that Illinois can save more 
than $9 billion in 10 years and $28 billion in 20 years. 

But Elissa Bassler, the chief executive officer of the 
non-profit Illinois Public Health Institute, said it’s 
important to note that the 5 percent decrease in BMI 
would reduce future obesity rates in the state to only 
about 47 percent. 

“We would save money and lives, but that in no way 
eliminates the problem,” said Bassler. “We still have 
very bad health outcomes and health-care costs. This 
is such a tremendous problem that it’s going to take 
an effort from government, communities, the private 
sector, everybody banding together.” 


Health and budget costs of 
adult obesity get heavier- 
nationwide and In Illinois

A new report released Tuesday offers sobering pro- 
jections for an adult obesity rate in the U.S. that’s ex- 
pected to dramatically increase in Illinois and around 
the country by 2030. 

This is the ninth year that “F as in Fat: How Obe- 
sity Threatens America’s Future” has given an annual 
state-by-state analysis of the country’s ever-expand- 
ing waistline. 

But this is the first time the report, by the 
Trust for America’s Health and the Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation, offers projections 
about adult obesity, expected to increase at 
staggering rates along with related diseases 
and health-care costs. 

Nationally, about two-thirds of adults and 
a third of children are currently overweight. 
About 35 percent of adults are obese, or have 
a body mass index (BMI) of over 30. 

The report estimates that by 2030, all 
50 states could have obesity rates above 44 per- 
cent. In Illinois the rate could nearly double from 
27 percent to 53.7 percent. 

Obesity-related health-care costs in Illinois could 
jump more 16.1 percent.

It’s back-to-school season. Again. 

Delegates for the Chicago Teachers Union 
voted Tuesday to call off their strike, sending 
some 350,000 public schools students back 
to class Wednesday morning and ending the 
daily scene of teachers dressed in red picket- 
ing their schools. 

The overwhelming vote by the union’s 
800 delegates paves the way for CTU’s en- 
tire membership to approve a contract in the 
coming weeks that will secure them a double- 
digit salary increase over the next three years, 
including raises for cost of living while main- 
taining other increases for experience and ad- 
vanced education. 

Though the union did not achieve the 
30 percent base raise it initially sought, CTU 
President Karen Lewis claimed several victo- 
ries. 

She argued that the union had success- 
fully rejected Mayor Emanuel’s attempts to 
institute merit pay fought off more stringent 
requirements in a new teacher evaluation sys- 
tem and secured a recall policy for top-per- 
forming teachers who are laid off because of 
school closings. 

“We feel very positive about moving for- 
ward,” Lewis said. “We feel grateful that we 
have a united union, and that when a union 
moves together, amazing things happen.” 

For Emanuel, the vote draws to a close a 
standoff that had dragged into a second week 
and garnered national attention from pundits 
talking not only about the strike’s merits but 
the mayor’s role in it. 

In the tentative agreement, Emanuel solid- 
ified his No. I reform objective of lengthen- 
ing what had been one of the nation’s shortest 
school days and year. 

The mayor also managed to secure a deal 
that gives teachers smaller raises than they 
had received under their previous five-year 
contract, maintains principals’ right to deter- 


mine which teachers will be hired and insti- 
tutes, for the first time, a teacher evaluation 
system set out by state law that takes into ac- 
count student performance. 

“This settlement is an honest compromise. 
It means returning our schools to their pri- 
mary purpose: the education of our children,” 
Emanuel said. 

“In this contract, we gave our children a 
seat at the table. In past negotiations, taxpay- 
ers paid more, but our kids got less. This time, 
our taxpayers are paying less, and our kids are 
getting more.” 

While the mayor calmly delivered his pre- 
pared remarks Tuesday night in the library of 
Walter Payton College Prep, he had shown his 
share of frustration through a yearlong fight 
with the union. 

That included directing CPS and city at- 
torneys on Monday to file a lawsuit seeking an 
injunction that would send teachers back to 
school. A Cook County judge had set a hear- 
ing for Wednesday, waiting for the outcome of 
the union’s vote. 

But Lewis and union delegates said the po- 
tential for a judge to control the fate of their 
strike had no factor in Tuesday’s decision. 

Once the hundreds of delegates were 
packed into a union hall near Chinatown, 
their only focus was on the details of the deal 
and why they should support it. 

First, a handful of union leaders took the 
stage in the auditorium, explaining specific 
provisions of the contract proposal, said dele- 
gate Haley Underwood. Then members of the 
union’s bargaining team explained that even 
though some teachers in their own schools 
still wanted to strike, the entire team had de- 
cided it was time to end the walkout. 

Vice President Jesse Sharkey followed with 
more persuasion, then came the closing act: 
Lewis. 

The tough-talking union boss had five 
words for her fellow teachers, Underwood

They responded by shouting, “Yes!” in an

After the vote, a crowd of teachers rushed 
out the doors, shouting, “We’re back!” and 
“The strike is over!” 

“I am jumping up and down,” said Under-

The atmosphere outside the tinion hall was 
heady with the union still selling red “solidar- 
ity’ T-shirts. 

Some teachers carried red and white signs 
touting: “CTU: We’re proud of you” and “CTU 
shows U.S. Labor How to Fight.” 

A variety of factors contributed to how much 
teachers will earn under the deal. 

Under the contract, teachers would receive 
base salary raises of 3 percent this year and 
2 percent in each of the following two years. 
They could receive another 3 percent raise if 
both sides agree to a fourth year in the contract. 

Those raises are in addition to other salary 
bumps for experience and pursuing a gradu- 
ate degree that would push the overall average 
pay raise for teachers to 17.6 percent over four 
years, according to CPS. The district did not

D WASHINGTON In one ill-fated 
fundraiser, Mitt Romney man- 
aged to offend Palestinians, Latinos 
and some of the same people he’s 
counting on for support if he wants to 
unseat President Obama. 

It isn’t the first time Romney’s ora- 
tory fumbles have put his campaign on 
its heels, handed opponents material 
to push the stereotype of him as an 
out-of-touch businessman and pro- 
voked members of the party’s conser- 
vative base to question his worthiness 
as their standard-bearer. 

“Everybody has the same reaction: 
‘dumb, dumb, dumb,’ ” said Larry Sa- 
bato, director of the University of Vir- 
ginia’s Center for Politics, adding that 
Romney’s gaffes reinforce a sitcom- 
like caricature of the candidate. 

After the tape, recorded during a 
May 17 private fundraiser at the home 
of Sun Capital executive Marc Leder, 
made the rounds Monday Romney 
convened a hastily scheduled news 
conference Monday night in which he 


said his comments were “off the cuff” 
and “not elegantly stated.” 

However, he defended the main 
message of his remarks, saying he that 


while he could have made them “more 
clearly” he said he was trying to point 
out the differences between his and 
Obama’s campaigns.

A standing-room crowd turned out for Tuesday’s much- 
anticipated “Jay Cutler Show” in Schaumburg. 

The show, which airs weekly on WMVP-AM looo, 
gave the QB an opportunity to respond to the enormous 
local and national criticism leveled at him after he was 
spotted on national TV berating and then bumping 
teammate J’Marcus Webb along the sideline. 

Asked if he was aware of the magnitude of the contro- 
versy, Cutler said, “I wasn’t oblivious to it.” 

As for the shoving incident with Webb, Cutler said, 
“I can’t put a definite reason on why it happened. It hap- 
pened. It’s an emotional game. I put a lot into playing 
quarterback and I take it seriously It’s just one of those 
things that happen during a game. Since then, we’ve talk- 
ed about it and it’s behind us.” 

Cutler said he had discussed the matter “with the 


powers that be and with the offensive line, each of them 
individually, and it is what it is. 

“It’s been blown up probably a little bigger than all of 
us expected, but that’s what you’ve got to expect out of 
the media.” 

Told by host Tom Waddle that there was an “unwrit- 
ten rule” in the NFL against making physical contact 
with his offensive linemen. Cutler made light of the 
“unwritten” aspect but conceded, “I probably shouldn’t 
have bumped him. As far as me yelling at him and try- 
ing to get him going in the game, I don’t regret that. I 
shouldn’t have bumped him. I’ll stick with that.” 

Asked if he lost his composure during the 23-10 loss to 
the Packers, Cutler said, “I had my composure the whole 
game.” 

As for whether he had apologized to Webb, Cutler 
said, “We’ve talked. It’s in the past. We’re moving on.”

As if the Cubs’ season hasn’t been tough 
enough, now they’ve lost a World Series title 
they never really had. 

When clips of the new NBC sci-fi show 
“Revolution” debuted online this spring, 
a scene set in Chicago showed four of the 
show’s characters walking past an abandoned 
Wrigley Field in the year 2027. Beneath the fa- 
miliar red Wrigley marquee was a sign declar- 
ing the Cubs “2012 World Series champions.” 


The premise of “Revolution” is that a 
mysterious force saps the planet of electric- 
ity in 2012, bringing life as we know it to a 
halt. Governments are toppled. Lawlessness 
reigns. And, 15 years later, there is no more 
Major League Baseball. 

But when the show premiered Monday the 
Wrigley scene shown in the trailer was differ- 
ent. Gone was the declaration of the Cubs as 
champs, replaced by a plain red background 


beneath the marquee. Everything else about 
the post-apocalyptic scene remained the 
same— still Wrigley Field, still abandoned, 
still no electricity 

Four months after the original clip ap- 
peared, the real 2012 Cubs have the second- 
worst record in baseball and are mathemati- 
cally eliminated from any chance of making 
the playoffs. Apparently even the bounds of 
science fiction can be stretched only so far.

Other than 
meandering acoustic closer “Heartbreak on 
the loi,” the highlights of “Mirage Rock” are 
louder tracks like “Knock Knock” that take 
slightly more of a sonic risk. 

That classic Americana stuff appeals to 
people because it looks effortless, but “Mi- 
rage Rock” does not feel effortless— except 
on the title track, a deluxe edition bonus cut 
full of the kind of casual riffing that vintage 
muscle cars deserve.
